II. REMARKS

specification, in particular on page 5, lines 27-29, and in the claims as originally filed. Accordingly, no 
new matter is added by the amendment to claim 16. Claims 17-24 are added. New claims 17-24 are fully 
supported by the specification. Accordingly, no new matter is added.
